The case 
has been watched with 
great interest as it was generaliy be­ 
lieved that if receiver’s certificates for 
$30,000 were issued, the plant could be 
repaired and other companies would 
hestitate to ask for a franchise or con­ 
tract for city lighting, as any new 
company would to be at a disadvantage 
with a well eq uipped plant already es­ 
tablished. 
It was argued on behalf of the peti­ 
tioner that the boilers are in a dang­ 
erous 
condition 
and 
that 
it 
is 
necessary to replace other machinery 
which is now worn and useless.

It was conceded by 
the attorney s ; 
who objected to the petition that the 
court could authorize the issue of 
receiver’s certificates for such amount 
as was necessary to 
preserve the 
property , but contended that $30,000 
would not be necessary 
for such 
amount. 
This point was decided iu 
favor of the city and minority bond j 
holders, as the court denied so much 
of the petition a9 pray ed for the re­ 
building of the electric plant, 
but 
granted permission 
to replace the 
dangerous boilers and useless machin­ 
ery . 
The opinion say s: 
The undisputed evidence is that this 
plant has been in the hands of the Re­ 
ceiver for about three y ears: that the 
contract with the city to furnish elec* 
tricity , as well as the franchise with 
the city for the use of the streets ex­ 
pired in 1909: that the franchise for 
the use of the streets for gas mains 
y et to run 
before expiration; that the city for 
public lighting and the citizens for 
private lighting have continued to use 
and pay for the electricity at the old 
price, notwithstanding the expiration 
of the franchise and contract: that the 
city and its 
inhabitants 
are now 
obliged to depend upon the receiver 
j for electricity for lighting purposes;} 
that the service is as good as it has 
been for y ears, but is still inadeq uate 
and insufficient; that two of the boilers 
in use in the plant are worn out and 
dangerous: that one boiler is in good 
condition; that one of the engines is 
completely worn out and entirely use 
less so far as this plant is concerned: 
| that it is dangerous and unsafe to con­ 
tinue to operate said plant with the 
machinery and outside construction 
now in use; that some of the poles and 
other overhead construction is in 
a 
dangerous condition and may at any 
time cause serious injury to the public 
using the streets of said city . 
“ A majority of the bond holders pe­ 
titioned the court ask ing that the or ­ 
der be made to rebuild the plant. 
This property being in the hands of 
the court, it is the court’s duty to con­ 
serve it just as the property of a de­ 
cedent or a minor should be conserved. 
If the city was not obliged to depend 
upon the receiver for lights for a few 
months at least the duty of the court 
would be clear. 
The plant could be 
closed down and turned over to its 
owners in its present condition, al­ 
though the mere stopping of the plant 
from active operation might have the 
effect of decreasing its value greatly , 
but in as much as the city is obliged 
and does purchase electricity from the 
receiver, and the receiver is enabled to 
operate the plant at a profit, in view 
of all of the circumstances, the duty 
of the court is eq ually clear. 
4 ‘That the plant should be put in such 
condition that it may be operated with 
the danger reduced to the minimum 
must be obvious. 
“ It is therefore ordered and adjudged 
by the court that the receiver proceed 
immediately to replace the dangerous | 
boilers and machinery within the plant 
with suitable boilers and machinery 
so that the present danger may be ob- 
j 
viated and reduced to the minimum. 
“ The receiver is further directed to 
ascertain the exact condition of the I 
outside construction, and the receiver j 
j is further instructed to req uest of the! 
city council permission to mak e such 
j 
repairs as will obviate the dangerous , 
condition shown by the evidence to 
j 
exist. 
. 
“ For the purposes herein set forth, ! 
the receiver is directed to issue certi- | 
ficates in not to exceed the sum of 
$6,000.00, which shall be a first lien 
upon said property to be due in six 
months after date with interest at six 
per cent, per annum. 
! 
“ So much of the petition as pray s for 
the extension of the gas mains, and so 
much of the petition as pray s for the 
rebuilding of the electric light plant, 
except as herein above stated and set 
forth, are denied and the receiver is 
directed to proceed in conformity of 
this ord er.”

Most of the machinery has already 
been received here for the Gallimore 
ice cream factory which will be located 
on Circle street near the plant of the 
Ebner Ice & Cold Storage Company . 
The carpenter work on the building 
has been almost completed and the 
work of putting in the concrete floors 
was begun Thursday . 
The plant will 
probably be in operation about March 
10. 
Already a number of new customers 
are being secured along the line of 
ih - different railroads and interurban 
lines entering Sey mour. The company 
manufactured and sold 45,000 gallons 
of ice cream at Lawrenoeburg last 
y ear and will probably do as well or 
j better here this y ear 
It is said that 
the ice cream business is just in its 
infancy and that there will be a won­ 
derful development in the business 
along this line during the next few 
y ears. 
Sey mour is well located to 
build up an extensive business with 
the towns and cities between Indian­ 
apolis and Louisville and Cincinnati 
and an eq ual distance west on the 
B, & O. S-W. and the Southern Indi­ 
ana. 
The factory here ought to be 
able to get most of the business within 
a radius of fifty miles, especially with 
the points that have direct connection 
with Sey mour. 
The company does the largest busi­ 
ness during about four months of the 
summer period but there is also an 
extensive business 
during 
several 
other months of the y ear. 
It is prob­ 
able that all the creameries within a 
reasonable distance will furnish cream 
for the factory . 
Among these is the 
creamery at Uoiontown. 
The output 
during the busy season will sometimes 
run 500 to 600 gallons per day and 
possibly more. 
The handling of this 
will be q uite an additional 
business 
here for the express companies as well 
as the railroads and the factory 
will 
put q uite a good deal of money into 
circulation in Sey mour and Jack son 
county . 
They are expected to manu­ 
facture in the neighborhood of $40,000 
worth of ice cream here the first y ear.

A POTASH TRUST. 


Aim of German Miners to Form a Big 
Comb ination. 
Negotiations have taken a fresh tu rn 
in the German potash comb ine. 
It was 
recently annou nced in Berlin that the 
Ivall syndicate, representing forty Ger 
m an 
mines; 
the 
Schmidt matin 
grou p, 
operating three mines, and the interna 
tiou al 
agricu ltu ral 
corporation 
have 
reached 
a 
conditional 
agreement 
to 
work together for the maintenance of 
prices and the control of ou tpu t. 
Fu ll 
confirmation of the deal aw aits consent 
of the American fertilizing interests to 
cancel old contracts and make new ones 
with the syndicate. 
If the Americans 
will enter this arrangem ent the syndi­ 
cate will gu arantee advantageou s terms 
for fu tu re b u siness. 
It is said that the 
deal need not fall throu gh even if the 
Americans withhold their consent, the 
Germ an in: rests feeling ab le to main­ 
tain themselves if the north and sou th 
tru sts, meaning the American Agricu l­ 
tu ral Chemical company and the Yir- 
ginia-Caroliu a Chemical company, prefer 
to hold ou t. 
The present situ ation originated in a 
sale to Americans of 70,000 tons b y the 
Bchmidtmann grou p at mu ch b elow cu r­ 
rent prices. 
This meant to the A m er­ 
icans a saving of $10j000,000 
011 a $25,- 
000.000 pu rchase. 
The Ivali comb ine 
tried to qu eer this contract b y getting 
the G erman government to impose an 
export du ty to equ alize prices. 
That 
may yet b e done, b u t meanwhile efforts 
Will b e made for peace.

W ithin three-qu arters of an hou r I 
stood face to face with the great Confed­ 
erate soldier. 
W hen, in a gentle voice, fu ll of sym ­ 
pathy, he looked a t 
a 
wou nded 
New 
York m ajor and asked “Are you b adly 
wou nded, m ajor?” and the m ajor said he 
was, and Lee replied, “I am sorry, 1 am 
sorry, major; 
take good care of him 
gentlemen.” I joined 
in 
salu ting 
the 
enemy’s leader, a great man with a gen­ 
tle, kindly heart. 
A moment later the idol of the Con­ 
federacy, with his staff and escort, was 
hu rrying to the field where a portion of 
Gen. W arren ’s F ifth corps was driving 
the Confederate Gen. M cGowan’s divi­ 
sion b ack to W hite Oak road. 
T he next morning, while ou r dejected 
b and of prisoners w as on its way to St. 
Petersb u rg, Gen. Lee, his staff and es­ 
cort were met. 
They were riding rapid­ 
ly, for already Sheridan had b egu n his 
su ccessfu l attack at Five Forks. 
I re­ 
call my feeling as I looked into 
the 
trou b led, anxiou s face of the speeding 
general that forenoon in 1865 when 1 
said to a friend, “ I hope Gen. Lee’s 
arm y will he sou ndly whipped today, and 
that ou r folks will do nothing worse 
than captu re him.” 
1 have related these incidents for the 
pu rpose of saying tha t while they led to 
a growth of adm iration for the m an Lee 
and the Gen. Lee, the man and the gen­ 
eral who at the most critical moment of 
his military life cou ld ask a dying soldier 
w hat he asked the New York major, and 
then, with as m u ch sym pathy as a fond 
mother might address a dying son, say: 
“ 1 am sorry, I am sorry,” has nothing 
w hatever to do with my firm b elief that 
no 
northern soldier or citizen shou ld 
raise n voice or pu t an ob stacle in the 
w ay of placing a statu e of Gen. Lee 
in the hall 
of 
fam e at 
W ashington. 
There are m any reasons why I give ex 
pression to this b elief. 
In the first place, 
the law of Congress gives each state the 
right to place in the H all of F a m e sta t­ 
u es of two persons chosen b y the state. 
Nothing is said as to how the statu es 
shall b e made—how clad. 
W hat pleased 
Illinois shou ld have b een accepted. W is­ 
consin chose Pere M arqu ette, and in the 
garb of a Catholic missionary priest. 
A 
few people criticised Wisconsin for the 
selection, particu larly the garb in which 
the statu e appeared, b u t Wisconsin had 
her way, as she shou ld have done. 
Virginia, withou t a dissenting voice, 
chose George W ashington and Rob ert E. 
Lee. 
Does it not go w ithou t saying that 
these are two of the greatest Virginians? 
It is insisted b y some that the statu e 
of Gen. Lee shou ld not exhib it the Con­ 
federate u niform. 
Virginia chose Lee 
in his u niform and W ashington in his. 
Both, it is tru e, wore the u niforms fight­ 
ing their respective cou ntries. 
Unqu estionab ly it was a sou rce of real 
pleasu re to every Virginian who served 
u nder Gen. Lee, and to every living Con­ 
federate soldier, and the sou th, generally, 
that Virginia de&ired that the statu e of 
Gen. Lee shou ld show him in the u ni­ 
form of the great general they little less 
than worshiped and her soldiers willing­ 
ly fou ght u nder. 
As a northern soldier I am frank to 
say that in this late day, nearly half a 
centu ry after Gen. Lee’s su rrender at 
Appomattox, where he and his soldiers 
were so generou sly treated b y another 
great American general, to whom he su r 
rendered, that I am glad to see the old 
Confederates who followed Lee, made 
glad. 
W hat harm can come from male 
ing them glad? W ha t danger is there in 
the gray u niform? It is hu t a memory 
It makes Ge::. Lee none the less one of 
the very first generals of the American 
repu b lic 
of 
the 
world, 
who, 
b efore 


gave their b est in a fight in which they 
thou ght they were right? 
I 
There are reasons why we ou ght to he 
very 
generou s 
and 
kindly 
in 
ou r 
thou ghts and actions toward the sou th, 
and particu larly toward the sou thern sol­ 
diers. 
They lost all in the contest; they 
met b itter defeat. 
Ou r side won all; a 
victory tha t m eant everything for ou r 
nation and very mu ch for hu ndreds of 
millions in other nations, not for the 
present, b u t for all time to come. 
If w ar had ended only a few years 
ago there might b e some excu se for the 
action of the Michigan and Chicago men, 
b u t in view of the fact that the war was 
over nearly half a centu ry ago,,I see no 
excu se for it, and condemn it. 
How qu ickly some of u s forget. 
A 
few years ago ou r cou ntry had to engage 
in another war. 
From every sou thern 
state thou sands of you ng men, many the 
sons and grandsons of Confederate sol­ 
diers, clasped hands with other thou sands 
of you ng men from the north, many of 
whom were the tons and grandsons of 
1 nion soldiers and offered their services 
to the government in that righteou s war. 
Old Confederate commanders responded. 
Three of Gen. Rob ert E. Lee’s close rel­ 
atives were among those who served in 
the Spanish-American war. 
How fondly

Following the discovery of oxygen and 
w ater vapors in the atmosphere of Mars 
there comes the nows that Mowers and 
green foliage must be present on the 
planets of Ju p iter and Saturn, aud more 
particularly on Uranus and Neptune.

Among the magnificent 
pieces in her once extensive collection 
was a famous necklace of rare, perfect­ 
ly colored acquamarinos, which is said 
to have been given to her by the King 
many years before he came to the throne. 
There was great* rivalry among dealers 
in such articles to get this treasure and 
several rich American women are said 
to have given commissions to bid for it 
at auction. Those women were profound­ 
ly chagrined to find th a t Princess H atz- 
feld had stolen a march on them and 
had privately bought the necklace for 
her mother, Mrs. Collis P. H untington 
of New York.

Germans Say

union 
organizations 
there, which was long ago abolished in 
this country.

This rule, they contend, 
produced lamentable results in"the litho­ 
graphers’ strike of 1909.

od of exclusion, they find. lies in the high 
entrance fee, which is increased if tile 
applicant be a foreigner. 
This is due, 
they say, to the desire of the American 
polygraphic 
workers 
to 
maintain 
the 
present high wage scale against G erm an 
competition. 
They conclude by saying 
that their visit was productive of much 
good in bringing about a closer relation­ 
ship between the newer American ia**or 
organizations 
and 
the 
international 
bodies.

A W ealthy Young Woman W orks in 
Sixteen Laundries. 
Miss C am la Woerishoffer, a wealthy 
young woman of New York city, who 
labored as* a common employe in sixteen 
different laundries for tile purpose of 
studying the condition of tile workers, 
was on** of the principal witnesses before 
the W ainw right commission, which is in­ 
vestigating the employers’ liability law 
and compensation measures, in its hear­ 
ings in the aldermanic chambers at the 
city hall. 
The commission was surprised 
by Miss Woerishoffer, who was attired 
very fashionably when she related the 
hard experiences she had undergone to 
come at information first hand. 
“The long hours some of the girls and 
women have to work and the hard labor 
they have to do cannot be appreciated 
until you experience them yourself,” said 
Miss Woerishoffer. 
Fifteen and sixteen 
hours a day are put in by some of tho 
workers. 
The girls and women have to 
stand on their feet all that time, and 
when the hour c o m e s for them to quit 
they are ready to drop from fatigue. 
Miss Woerishoffer declared that most 
of the laundry companies are lax in sup­ 
plying safety devices. 
Iii some of the* 
establishments 
the 
manglers 
are 
un­ 
guarded and accidents are likely to oc­ 
cur frequently. 
In lither laundries the* 
guards about them anglers are worthless 
and tend rather to increase the number 
of accidents than diminish them. 
W hen 
Miss 
Woerishoffer 
had 
com­ 
pleted her testimony Chairm an W ain­ 
wright suggested that she report her in­ 
vestigations to the state labor commis­ 
sioner, under whose jurisdiction the laun­ 
dries are. and asked her to furnish a re­ 
port to the commission. 
She promised 
to do so. 
Miss Woerishoffer is a daugh­ 
ter of Mrs. Anna Woerishoffer, the wid­ 
ow’ of Charles Woerishoffer. 


AMERICANS IN BERLIN. 


A U S T IN D O BSO N, the noted E ng ­ 
lish poet, was born in Plymouth, J a n u ­ 
ary 18, 1840. H e was educated at Cov­ 
entry, and tinnily at Strasburg, whence 
he returned to England, at the age of 16, 
with the intention of becoming a civil 
engineer.

RETURNS TO FAVOR. 


Grand 
Duke 
Czar 
the 
Cyril Reconciled with 
and Now in Navy. 


Grand Duke Cyril is now serving as 
•econd in command of the Russian bat­ 
tleship Dreg, one of the jjrineipal ves- 
•hoLs 
o f 
Ru ssia's Mediterranean 
fleet, 
"Which has been lying off the Piraeus ever 
•since the beginning of the disturbances 
at Athens, so as to serve as a refuge to 
the members of the reigning house in 
the event of danger. 
The Grand D uch­ 
ess Cyril, in order to l>e near her hus­ 
band, has gone to Athens, where she is 
staying with his only sister, the Grand 
D uchess Helen, married to Prince Nich­ 
olas of Greece, although Prince Nicholas 
him self Is abroad with his brothers. 
Since his reconciliation with the Czar, 
Grand Duke Cyril has been restored to 
all of his honors in the German and A us­ 
trian army and navy, of which he had 
been deprived at the time when he was 
cashiered 
and 
banished 
by 
Emperor 
Nicholas for having in defiance of the 
latter's prohibition married the divorced 
M ite of the reigning D uke of Hesse, only 
brother of the Czarina. For several years 
Cyril 
and 
his 
wife, 
Princess 
Victoria 
Moleta of England, lived in Paris and in 
Germ any, but at the time of the death 
of his father, 
Vladimir, the efforts of 
K ing Edward, of the Duchess of Coburg, 
and of the widowed Grand Duchess Vla­ 
dimir. proved successful, and the Czar 
w as induced to relent and to rehabilitate 
his cousin, who now stands third in the 
line 
of 
succession 
to 
the 
Muscovite 
throne. 
It w as imagined that the grand duke 
would immediately take up his residence 
at St. Peterburg and reopen hi.,s father s 
palace, which until a year before Vladi­ 
mir's death had been the hub of St. Pet­ 
ersburg society. 
But the Czar considered 
it preferable tlrat he should return for a 
tim e to active duty with the navy, in 
which he had done no service since the 
blowing up of the Petropavlosk, the flag­ 
ship of Admiral Mnkharoff. at the en­ 
trance of Port Arthur at the commence­ 
ment of the war with J apan. 
The grand duke, who was badly in­ 
jured by the ex plosion, was one of the 
tw o dozen officers and men to escape 
with their lives on that occasion, the 
admiral and the remainder of the crew, 
to the number of near TOO, being 
k illed 
by the ex plosion and by drowning. 
It 
is ex pected that some time nex t summer 
the grand duke will be relieved of his 
present command and will be 
e n a b le d 
to return to St. Petersburg to take up 
bis residence with his brilliant w ife and 
his children at the Vladimir ¡mince.

WHO'S THE TELL-TALE? 


Secretary Wilson Says He Is an Humble 
Servant of Man, 


Secretary Wilson of the department of 
agriculture 
has 
published 
for 
the 
in­ 
struction 
of 
the 
American 
people, 
a 
pamphlet touching on and appertaining 
to toads, 
"d o to the toad, thou slug­ 
gard,” is the secretary’s suggested im­ 
provement on Solomon's celebrated piece 
of advice to young men. It is ridiculous, 
says the secretary to suppose that toads 
cause warts, or poison infants by their 
breath, or bring good fortune 
to 
the 
house in whose new made cellar the ani­ 
mals take up their abode, or cause bad 
milk in cows if killed near the cows. 
The toad, says the learned secretary 
of agriculture, itj a humble servant of 
man. 
whose life history and ‘manifold 
ex cellence are too little known. Wicked 
Indeed is the boy who kills a toad, re­ 
marks the secretary, whose book is a 
most instructive Compilation of every­ 
thing that everybody in the department 
of agriculture has been able to see or 
hear in regard to the green-eyed crea­ 
ture. W hen the toads are engaged in 
courting, say# the secretary, they give 
forth a "soft, drowsy, musical trilling” 
well worthy of the 
poets’ 
rhythmical 
attention. 
The practical points in respect to the 
toad are as follows: It loves its happy 
home. 
It 
is easily 
domesticated. 
The 
fem ale lays 11,545 eggs in a season. The 
toad will live 
tw o year** in sandstone 
without food or water. It lives mostly on 
animal food and is thus a great benefit to 
the farmer and to the suburbanite who 
dotes on greenhouses, liowers and veg­ 
etable beds and grassy lawns. The toad 
feeds on ants, cut 
worms, 
1000-legs, 
caterpillars, beetles, grasshoppers, crick­ 
ets. spiders, 
snails 
and 
angleworms. 
About 9 2 per cent, of the toad’s food, 
the secretary says, is of a kind injurious 
to agriculture. 
The toad is one of the hungriest ani­ 
m als on earth. It cats, every day, an 
amount of food equal to four times the 
fullest capacity of 
its 
stomach. 
The 
eecretary figures that one toad, in one 
« eason, 
will eat $19 .44 worth of bad 
worms and tiies. This is bargain coun­ 
ter valuation, the full retail prion being 
$20. Every suburbanite should have at 
least one pair of toads, says the secre­ 
tary, as they love their happy homes, 
and will soon present their owner with 
•enough other toads to eat up all the Hies 
in the neighborhood. The toad's tongue, 
¿ he secretary says, is hung in front.

A WORLD MYSTERY. 


The 
Presence of Bones of Tropical Ani­ 
mals in the Arctics. 


Islands of 
ivory 
hidden among 
the 
Arctic ice lying north of Siberia were 
described in a paper read by Dr. Gath 
Whitley at tin* 
Victoria 
institute tin* 
other day. 
These islands were discov­ 
ered by Russian ex plorer# at the end of 
the Eighteenth century and have been 
ex ploited by traders ui fossil ivory ever 
since. 
As recently as 1S9 S about 80,000 
pounds »>f fossil ivory was offered for 
sale at the fair of Yakutsk. 
To the earlier ex plorers it seemed that 
one islet known as Liukoff’s island was 
"actually composed ot' the bones and 
tusks of elephants, cemented 
together 
by icy sand. 
The horns of buffaloes, or 
rather of musk ox en, and rhinoceroses 
were also wonderfully abundant. 
The 
sandy shor**s and slopes were full of 
niaiiimoths’ tusks. 
In 
188(5 a German, Dr. Bunge, ex ­ 
plored Liakoff’s island. 
"The sand and 
gravel,” said the lecturer, "were found 
to rest in blocks of ice and the alluvial 
beds were full of the bones 
o f mam­ 
m o th s, rhineoCeroses and musk ox en” — 
this after hundreds of years of visitis 
from ivory hunters. 
Trawling showed 
that the bottom of the sea near the 
islands was 
strewn 
with 
tusks 
bones. 
These 
ex traordinary 
discoveries 
ex plained by the following theory: 
prehistoric times Siberia enjoyed a com­ 
paratively mild climate and a great tract 
of country now under ice stood at a 
considerable level above the sea. 
Vast herds of mammoths, rhinoceroses 
and buffaloes roamed over these plains. 
A 
great catastrophe at 
last overtook 
them. 
The land subsided, the sea rose 
and the animals congregated 
in great 
numbers on the mountain tops. 
Even 
these were at last submerge*!, and the 
destruction was complete. 
After a time 
the waters 
subsided 
slowly 
and the 
islands which had formed mountains in 
the land rose above the sea. 
W hy the 
climate changed after these upheavals is 
still a problem to be solved.—N ew York 
Sun.

EG YPTIAN FARMING TOOLS. 


Crude Native Thresher— Plough Is Still 
Smoothed Off Tree Fork. 


"One of the curious sights in the E gyp­ 
tian harvest season is a modern thresh­ 
ing machine noisily working in a field ad­ 
joining that in which a native thresher 
is treading out the grain,” said Horace 
F. Coler of Chicago, who has made a 
tour of the world in the interests of 
American farming implements. 
"The brown-skinned tiller of the soil, 
clad in his flowing robes of white or thè 
favored dull blue and yellow combination 
sitting on the high seat of the crude 
thresher, which is dragged over the fl« *lds 
by a yoke of patient camels or perhaps 
a camel and a donkey or a couple of buf­ 
falo cows, appears to the stranger who 
sees this for the first time like the prin­ 
cipal actor in a scene worked out by an 
ingenious mind for stage effect. 
"The native plough in Egypt is simply 
the forked portion of a tree or two pieces 
joined together and 
smoothed 
off, 
a 
primitive contrivance which may still b** 
seen in use by Cuban farmers. 
The 
thresher is a sledge-wood affair fitted 
with round crushers of worn! or iron and 
weighted down from the top. 
The grain 
is crushed into the ground and when 
gathered up it is mix ed with lumps of 
mud, but it is said that never a kernel 
of it is lost or wasted. 
"American farming machinery may be 
found in the remotest ¡» arts of the world 
and where least ex pected. 
In what m an­ 
ner it gets there I could not ascertain.

There was a time, and not so long ago 
either, when the pincushion for the dress­ 
ing table was of such generous propor­ 
tions that, truly there was comparatively 
little space left for other articles.

The cushion is usually square, though 
the favorite French ones are diamond- 
shaped, while others are round—not more 
than 4 inches in diameter. 
Every cushion has an » » liter covering 
over the satin one.

The o n es » if 
scrim with a conventionalized border and 
center m cross stitch are simple and 
effective.

"Beets, carrots, turnips and nrticjiokes 
are some of the vegetables made into 
sw eetm eats in Mex ico. 
Tropical fruits 
of every description 
a r e also used for 
this purpose, and candided watermelon 
peel is a great favorite. 
"The regular stand of the sweetm eat 
venders is on the plaza, but at night they 
turn out in force ar» >u ¡ivl the doors of the 
theaters. 
A Mex ican senorita would not 
enjoy the show unless she had a good 
supply 
of 
her 
native 
confections 
to 
munch. It is her substitute for the choc­ 
olate creams that we buy for our mati­ 
nee girls. 
"Last New Y ear’s eve I was in No­ 
gales, a pueblo on the international line 
between Arizona an» l the Mex ican state 
of Sonora. 
A vaudeville entertainment 
w as being given at the litfle theater, and 
about 8 o'clock 1 stroll» *» ! over to take 
in an act or two. 
It was almost impos­ 
sible to make my w ay to the box office 
through 
the 
crowd 
of 
peddlers 
that 
blocked tin* street and sidewalks. 
“ 'Pumpkins, carrots, sweet potatoes, 
senor!’ they shouted in Spanish, while 
the light from many oil lamps flickered 
over their wares. 'Very cheap. (Iniy 10 
cents for as much as you can eat.’ 
It was a strange scene, full of color 
nn« l racy of the soil. 
Indeed it is the 
sw eetm eat venders that will alw ays re­ 
cur to mv mind when 1 think of my visit 
to M ex ico.” —N ew York . tin.

What We Remember. 
Memory is the ability , or p ower, to re­ 
call the ev ents of the p ast. 
No one re­ 
members all the things that hap p en, and 
what we do remember is to a certain ex ­ 
tent an index to our character, for we 
remember those things which seem to us 
the most imp ortant, or in which our 
minds like best to dwell. 
The op timist 
recalls all the bright and p leasant scenes 
oi lilc. and lets his mind dwell on them, 
while the nesslmist p refers the gloomy , 
dep ressing scenes. 
The child who mem­ 
orizes easily at school is the one who is 
interested in the lessons enough to giv e 
them undiv ided attention while study 
ing, and to recall them to. mind often— 
p erhap s while walking home, while do­ 
ing chores. or after going K> bed at night. 
This child generally becomes recognized 
as being “smart,” while the child slow 
to memorize is “dull.” 
But this alone is 
a v ery p oor test, and we often do a 
great injustice to the sup p osedly “dull” 
child. 
It is quite common 
lor 
the 
“smart” child to be actuated by 
no 
higher imp ulse than to win ap p robation, 
or to p ush ahead of classmates, and, 
in p oint ol' fact, the seeming faculty of 
memorizing easily indicates nothing so 
far as real ability is concerned. 
The 
“dull” child may be observ ant of and 
interested in things quite as intrinsically 
imp ortant for his future welfare 
and 
hap p iness. 
Dreamers, fiction writers and p oets 
usually hav e a noticeably p oor memory 
for actual ev ents, ex cep t such as they 
may ex p ect to weav e into their writings. 
They occup y their minds with their fic­ 
titious ev ents and characters. 
The do­ 
ings o f y esterday may be wholly p assed 
from the mind o f an author or an in­ 
v entor. because the book or machine en­ 
g r o s s e s tin* entire attention and triv ial 
actuift ev ents are nev er recalled to mind. 
On the other hand, a buVnness man may 
recall ev ery triv ial circumstance 
that 
hap p ens at his olllee 
fo r a month, or a 
y ear, or more. 
It is the interests o f 
his business to do this, and lie makes 
it his business to be alert to all that in 
transp iring. 
I f the business man and 
the author should ex change p laces and 
each should become intent on success 
in their new v ocation, their faculty for 
remembering would also ex change p laces. 
A p olitician K quite often said to hav e 
a gift for remembering faces and names. 
It is not a gift, it is a trick of the trade. 
The natural v anity of the ignorant de* 
lights to be recognized by those sup p osed 
t<t be higher up , and p oliticians train 
themselv es to be alert to notice the fea­ 
tures and the name when introduced to 
a p erson, esp ecially if the p erson hap ­ 
p ens to be one liable to hav e some p ower 
in sway ing v otes. They make it their 
business to recall these faces and names 
to mind occasionally , p erhap s hav ing a 
regular time to do 
so . 
Old p eop le often comp lain that they 
hav e lost their memory , but such is not 
usually the fact. Youth dwells in the 
p resent ami the future, but nge dwells in 
the p ast. The aged occup y their minds 
In bringing up the v iv id scenes of their 
y outh, and on these the memory seldom 
fails. In the p assing ev ents of the day 
they hav e little interest, and such as 
they deign to notice usually sufT'T by 
comp arison with similar ev ents of fifty 
or six ty y ears ago. Occasionally an elder­ 
ly p erson, realizing the sp irit of p rogress, 
and refusing to believ e that all changes 
from the time of his y outh are necessar­ 
ily for the worse, keep s aliv e his interest 
in the family , the 
neighborhood, 
the 
state and the world. 
And while not 
wholly renouncing the p ast, by retaining 
an interest in the p resent age, he retains 
« 1 memory , a v igor and a sp irit sup p osed 
to belong almost wholly to y outh.

while 
her 
friends flaunt in finery and wear jewels. 
One can fix up a p retty forlorn p icture 
out of this if one is minded to, but there 
is one way to beat this game of life's 
injustice—one way only —and that is by 
the mental attitude. 
No one can control that. 
It is y ours 
ami y ours alone. 
No one can make y ou 
unhap p y if y ou refuse to be unhap p y . 
Others may conduct themselv es as they 
will, ignore y ou, seek to insult y ou, de­ 
fame* y ou, p ersecute y ou, but they can 
not, if y ou are unwilling disturb y our 
mental p oise. 
And when we come to think of it, 
most of our unhap p iness arises from 
causes to which we are really foolish to 
giv e attention. 
We are p oor, but we 
need not thereby be denied hap p iness. 
We are misrep resented, but we need not 
therefore mourn. 
We are dep riv ed of 
friends, but the 
p riv ilege 
of 
smiling 
through adv ersity is not taken from us. 
If we are robbed of hap p iness, we are 
ourselv es the thiev es. Hap p iness, as has 
so many , many times been said, is noth­ 
ing in the world but mental attitude. 
The p ower to create it is within us. And 
as others can not rob us of it without our 
p ermission, neither can others create it 
within us without our co-op eration. No 
one has ev er y et made another p erson 
hap p y against that p erson’s will. 
One of the chief things that most of 
ns hav e to learn is that worry is a waste 
of time. 
No good ev er came of it. Out 
mission is not to mourn, not to inquire 
into the cap rices of so-called fate, not to 
be of rebellious mood, not to be bothered 
by ev ents ov er which we hav e no con­ 
trol, but, on the contrary , to make the

To Learn Public Sp eaking. 
The hurricane of women’s mov ements 
now seep ing ov er the world has robbed 
men of one of their destinctions. Former­ 
ly they p ossessed p retty nearly a mo­ 
nop oly of the different kinds of bad sp eak­ 
ers. under whom audiences hav e writhed 
or « lumbered since time immemorial. But 
women hav e their share now. Any body 
who attends the meetings of women’s 
clubs cannot doubt that the sex , in its 
ambition to rise, is committing nil the 
oratorical sins of which men were ev er 
guilty . 
There is the woman who talks as if 
she had forgotten to swallow the last 
mouthful of her dinner. That’s the kind 
of sp eech under which y ou can’t go com­ 
fortably to sleep , because y ou get fas­ 
cinated watching to see if she won’t swal­ 
low it by and by , but y ou might just as 
well sleep straight through it for all y ou 
hear of what she say s. Then there’s the 
mechanical doll sp eakers. Sentence No. 
1. and the sp eaker’s right arm jerks out 
at right angles with her body . Sentence 
No. 2. and the sp eaker’s left arm makes 
a similar ex cursion. Sentence No. 3, and 
both arms are ex tended to the front, then 
drop inflex ibly to the 
sid es, 
if it weren't 
that there’s nobody behind her p ressing 
it, y ou would feel p erfectly sure that 
she was sep erated by a sp ring in the 
small of her back. Then there’s the mad­ 
dening sp eaker, who p itches her v oice 
carefully on a single note, and nev er 
v aries by so much as a half-tone through 
the length of the address, and there is 
the help less one, who clings to her notes 
as a wrecked sailor to a sp ar in the mid­ 
dle of the limitless ocean, and who is al­ 
way s p utting y ou into a sy mp athetic 
state of cold p ersp iration by losing hei 
p lace. 
This kind inv ariably uses ey e­ 
glasses and drop s them at critical p oints. 
Worst of all ty p es, because y ou feel sor­ 
ry for her, is the nerv ous, breathless 
sp eaker, who p itches her v oice from the 
roof of her mouth. In short, all the p rac­ 
tice that women hav e had giv ing curtain 
lectures to their husbands hasn’t enabled 
them to sp eak much better than those 
same husbands when they arise to ad­ 
dress the p ublic. 
But women are taking step s to learn. 
Any body xn ho fancies that women don’t 
intend to adorn the rostrum they hav e 
scaled is mistaken. 
The mornings wom­ 
en used to sp end going to cooking class­ 
es and sewing circles they now giv e 
to attending sp eaking clubs. 
Any num­ 
ber of the women y ou know are taking 
lessons in the art of say ing from the 
p latform that they want to v ote or 
what color the nex t street cleaning com­ 
missioner ought to p aint his wagons. 
Some take p riv ate lessons, some join lit 
tie classes that meet in the home of one 
of the members, but the brav e ones 
p lunge right into something like 
the 
Women’s Sp eaking Club 
of America, 
which meets ev ery week, 
a 
hundred 
strong in a big west side hall, where 
there are p lenty of seats at which to 
talk. 
They are really the wise ones, 
for it is easier far to get up on a stage 
in a row with ninety -nine other women 
and say “Mary had a little lamb” in con­ 
cert than it is to say it alone, ev en with 
a v ery small audience.

Twenty -fiv e Wronged Widows. 
Twenty -fiv e widows, dressed 
black, sat in a row in the Pittsburg fed­ 
eral court Monday . 
Their husbands had 
been killed in the Dorr mine disaster. 
To meet their p resent need and av oid 
the law’s delay , they comp romised their 
claims for sums ranging from $500 to 
$1000 each. 
These women were wronged—not by 
the court: not so much by the defend­ 
ant corp oration making for itself the best 
bargain it could ns by society as a whole. 
The greater wrong was in p ermitting 
their husbands to be killed in a needless, 
p rev entable accident. 
The minor wrong, 
but a great one still, was in p rov iding 
no means of redress for them sav e suits 
at law in which the longer p urse has 
all the adv antage, and the greatest need 
most quickly goes to the wall. 
In railroad accidents alone this coun­ 
try kills annually as many adult men as 
there are in a town of 30,000 p eop le, and 
ev ery 1000 men killed means almost fool­ 
ish law suits or comp romises for sums 
p itifully small. No one knows how many 
liv es we y early waste in all accidents; 
J>r. Josinh Strong has estimated the 
number y early killed or injured at 525,- 
000; as if ev ery wage earner in Phila­ 
delp hia, child, woman or 
man, 
were 
killed or hurt within the y ear. 
We are a careless p eop le. 
We are 
careless about p olitical p lundering, about 
p ersonal thrift, about the waste of our 
resources. 
Nowhere is 
this 
national 
foible shown to be so hateful as in the 
number of accidents we p ermit which 
might be p rev ented, and in the resulting 
p ov erty which we neglect, though sy m­ 
p athy and tuccor are its due.—New York 
World.

We don’t hav e so many acres by 
thousands, but we concentrate onr work 
and do more scientific farming. You see, 
the baroness is not now interested in the 
big gun works—her elder sister manages 
that p lant.

months. We went through New York, St. 
.onis, San Francisco, Portland, Seattle 
and back across the monster wheat fields 
of y our p rairies. I nev er knew before 
how v ast a distance it was between Chi­ 
cago and the western coast.” 


Nordau Say s Society Should Pro­ 
tect Them. 
If woman should become the serious 
riv al of man in many branches of indus­ 
try , she would, « s the weaker, be crushed 
without consideration. Gallantry is an 
inv ention of p rosp erity and leisure. Want 
and hunger destroy this sentiment up on 
which woman calculates when she im­ 
agines a world in which she could wrestle 
with man for her daily bread. 
The most difiicult and the most indis­ 
p ensable kinds of work man alone must 
undertake; he will rate them higher than 
those p erformed by woman, and, ns at 
p resent, woman’s labor will alway s re­ 
ceiv e a smaller remuneration than his. 
Why ? Because he has the strength to 
make his v iews into laws and to accom­ 
p lish his will; fi*r no other reason. 
Woman is accorded n high and digni­ 
fied p osition in our civ ilization because 
she is acquiescent, because she is content 
to he the comp lement of man. and to 
acknowledge bis material sup remacy . In 
fact, if she attemp ts to question it, she 
is soon comp elled to recognize its actuali­ 
ty . 
The fully emancip ated woman, entirely 
indep endent of man. and in many cases 
his enemy , when their conflicting inter­ 
ests clash, must soon he crowded into 
the corner. 
It is in such a case a genu­ 
ine wrestling match, and there can be 
no question as to which would succumb 
first. 
This emancip ation would bring man 
and woman necessarily into the rela­ 
tion of a higher and lower race^for 
man is better equip p ed for the struggle 
for ex istence and comp etency than wom­ 
an—with the result that the latter would 
he brought into a fn^ worse condition of 
dep endence and slav ery than that condi­ 
tion from which this emancip ation is to 
release her. 
The aim of the emancip ation p reach­ 
ers is to make it p ossible for women to 
liv e without man and to renounce matri­ 
mony . 
This method of curbing the ev il 
is about as efficacious as that of some 
p hilanthrop ist who might giv e lectures 
during a time of famine on how man 
could be weaned most effectiv ely from 
the habit of eating. 
The question would be then how to 
sup p ly the hungry with food, not how to 
teach them to do without it. 
And the 
little band of self-constituted agents of 
the v ictims of our civ ilization ought not 
to p ersuade and make it 
p ossible 
for 
woman to renounce marriage, but should 
try to secure for her her natural share 
in the lov e-life of humanity . 
It is the duty of society to care for 
its children, to educate them comp letely , 
and, as often as is necessary , to sup p ort 
them until they become cap able of sup ­ 
p orting themselv es. 
I now assert that it is the duty of 
society to p rotect women, its most v alu­ 
able breeding material, against p hy sical 
want. 
The community owes p rotection and 
sup p ort to woman. 
Man’s ix art in the 
life of the sp ecies is that of the bread­ 
winner, the p reserv er and defender of the 
liv ing generation; woman’s p art is that 
of the p reserv er and defender of the 
future generations, the imp rov er of the 
race by natural selection, as she ex cites 
strife between the men of which she 
is the p rize, and in which the ablest com­ 
p etitors secure the most v aluable sp oils. 
As a child the girl should receiv e the 
adv antages of the p ublic education of 
the y oung, and later, if it is necessary , 
she should be entitled to comp lete sup ­ 
p ort, either in her p arents’ house or in a 
sep arate home of her own. 
Society should look up on it as n dis­ 
grace if any woman, y oung or old, beau­ 
tiful or ugly , should feel the p angs of 
want in any civ ilized community . 
In a 
society reorganized up on these p rincip les, 
in which woman should hav e no anx iety 
in regard to her daily bread, knowing 
that she is p rotected from want in any 
case, whether married or single; in which 
the children would he sup p orted and 
educated by the community in which 
mau could not ex p ect to buy as many 
women with his money as he wants, be­ 
cause hunger would no longer he his go- 
between; in such a society woman would 
soon marry from genuine affection; the 
sp ectacle of old maids who hav e found 
no husbands would he as rare as that 
of old bachelors, who enjoy in their free, 
licentious life all the p leasures with none 
of the moral burdens or limitations of 
matrimony , and p rostitution would only 
be p racticed by a small number of de­ 
generate beings who can only breathe in 
corrup tion and infamy , and whose un­ 
bridled imp ulses are without the slight­ 
est v alue for the p reserv ation of the 
sp ecies.

Each state in the Union is al­ 
lowed two statues of distinguished sons 
in Statuary hall. Virginia donated mem­ 
orials to Washington and Lee. 
The 
Legislature of Virginia stip ulated that 
if the statue of Lee was not accep ted 
that of the first p resident should he with­ 
drawn. 
Descendants of Gen. Lee hav e 
now requested that nothing be dune to­ 
ward hav ing the statues formally ac­ 
cep ted. 
They say that, as it already is 
in Statuary hall, let it remain there 
without further fuss or wrangle. 
It was 
realized that in the House there would 
be a resurrection of war-time bitterness 
should a resolution of accep tance he in­ 
troduced, although its p assage in the 
Senate was assured. 
Among p recedents 
is Wisconsin’s marble statue of I’ere 
Marquette, clothed 
in 
the 
robes and 
bearing the sy mbols of a Catholic p riest. 
After an outcry by anti-Oatholio organi­ 
zations the House refused to accep t it, 
and no formal action was taken for 
thirteen y ears. 
A crusade against the 
accep tance of Gen. Lee’s statue was be­ 
gun when Congress conv ened. 
A mem­ 
orial addressed to the v ice-p resident was 
receiv ed from a state organization of 
v eterans in Michigan declaring that the 
p resence o,f the Lee statue was an in­ 
suit to ev ery former Union soldier. 
The monthly meeting of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy at the Hotel La 
Salle, Chicago, dev elop ed that the con­ 
trov ersy ov er the p lacing of Lee’s statue 
remains an issue among the members. 
Allusions to it marked the utterances 
during the session, in sp ite of the p resi­ 
dent’s announcement that the top ic was 
barred.

Mr. Henry’s Measure to Change Inau­ 


guration Day Favored by Committee. 
Washington, Feb. 
26.—The house 
committee on ihe judiciary has acted 
unanimously in favor of the resolution 
introduced by Representative Henry 
of Texas, proposing to change the date 
of the inauguration of the president 
from March 4 to the last Thursday in 
April. The committee also tentatively 
agreed on another resolution offered 
by Mr. Henry providing that congress! 
should have the power to determine 
how successors to the president and , 
vice president-elect shall be chosen in 
the event of the death of either be- J 
tween election day and inauguration 
day. 
Mr. Henry called attention to the 
fact that the constitution now makes 
no provision for filling the office of 
president and vice president in case 
of the death of a president-elect or 
vice president-elect. 
His resolution 
would amend the constitution and cor­ 
rect that hiatus. 
The change of date resolution also is i 
in the form of a proposed constitu-1 
tional amendment and must be ratified j 
by the legislatures of three-fourths of 
the states before becoming effective.
